of Columbia and Other Ap*

W ashington, Feb. 18.—The senate 
passed the bill appropriating $ 9.940*- 
000 for the District of Columbia, and 
the diplomatic and consular appropri­ 
ation bill, carrying $ 2,156,000. 
The 
district bill had been before the sen­ 
ate for sev eral days and had been 
much debated. 
The diplomatic bill 
receiv ed the attention of the sena te 
for only 
twelv e 
minutes 
and 
was 
passed without discussion. 
A special 
feature of the day was the acceptance 
of the statue of Frances E. Willard, 
the distinguished 
temperance adv o­ 
cate, which has been placed in Statu­ 
ary hall in the national capitol by the 
sta te 
of 
Illinois. 
Notwithstanding 
there are about forty pedestals in the 
hall, the sta tue of Miss Willard is the 
first of a woman to find h place there, 
and the members of her sex showed 
their appreciation of the compliment 
by turning out In large numbers to 
listen to the euglolstfc addresses made 
in connection with the ceremony. 
An hour was spent in secret session 
In an ineffectual effort to determine 
the adm issibility as ev idence of J udge 
Sawyne'a statement before a commit­ 
tee of the house. 
The sena te terminated Its contro­ 
v ersy with the house ov er the amend­ 
ment construing the prov ision in the 
Dingley law relativ e to the drawback 
on Imported wheat by receding from 
the amendment inserted in the agri­ 
cultural appropriation bill as it passed 
the senate. 
In order to fa cilita te action at this 
session c j the statehood hill the house 
passed a resolution sending that mea­ 
sure as amended by the sena te direct­ 
ly Into conference without an oppor­ 
tunity being afforded to debate it.

Shippers Arc Confident They Will Get 
a C om m ission. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 18.—The railway 
com m ission bill will probably be hand­ 
ed down by the speaker by the middle 
of next week for final action. 
It is 
now* in the hands of the house railroad 
com m ittee, which will report it fa­ 
vorably. 
Unless there ere a num ber 
of am endm ents it will have easy sail­ 
ing. for then it trill not have to go 
back to the sena:e for concurrence. 
Secretary Riley of the Shippers’ asso­ 
ciation, which has been pushing the 
com m ission movement for more than 
a year, said today th at he has hopes 
that the house will adopt the senate 
bill intact, inasm uch as the shippers 
and roads have agreed and the senate 
passed it without a dissenting vote. 
It is very probable, however, that it 
wiîl not pass a hundred men without 
some am endm ent being tacked on. 
The friends of the bill are especially 
anxious that no changes be made with 
reference to the salary of the m em ­ 
bers, which is now fixed at $4.000 a 
year. 
The salary of the secretary is 
to be $2,500 a year, according to th > 
senate bill. 
The shippers and road4« 
are anxious to have these provisions 
stand so there will be no trouble in 
getting high-class men for the posi­ 
tions.

The bomb was exploded in the sen­ 
atorial cauldron when Senator Col- 
cord insisted on caiPng up his reso­ 
lution requiring an investigation of 
the charges contained In the govern­ 
or’s message, which was delivered t.o

In addition a resolution w as offered 
to include in investigation charges of 
an alleged anti-election deal with the

its session here last week.
